TOKYO. June » - T h e west coast 
0{ Honshu was rocked today byvio-

Tokyo newsp ap ers estimated the 
ad at 1,000 irom first rep orts. 
The city of Fukui with a p op ula­ 
tion of 44.000 ap p eared hardest hit. 
The newsp ap er Asahi said 90 p ercent 
of the city’s buildings had collap sed. 
Fires raged four hours after the 
quakes. The governor of Fukui p re­ 
fecture ap p ealed for aid. 
The newsp ap er said 300 were dead 
at the coastal village Datshojl. 
Few American occup ation p er­ 
sonnel are stationed in the quake 
ares. 
Tidal wave warnings were issued, 
ip anese, remembering the 44,000 
who died in the 1323 Tokyo quake, 
were Jittery. 
The heaviest damage ap p eared to 
be in three p refectures, Fukui. Ish- 
ikawa and Toyama. 
Buildings in Toyko—several hun­ 
dred miles to the northwest—sway- 
ed and the quakes were felt at Na­ 
goya, Kobe, Osaka and Kyoto.

They Can Make It Expensiv e 
The Kremlln-gulded Co mmunists o f Euro pe may 
no t be able to keep the United States fro m helping 
the co untries they are trying to co ntro l. But they can 
make the co o t o f Euro pean aid frightfully high. 
They can do this by strikes like the o ne called In 
the Kalian fo o d Industry by the general ccmfeileratlo n 
o f labo r, still under Co mmunist co ntro l. Wherev er they 
can interfere with efficient distributio n o f necessities, 
they can add to the expense o f carrying o ut the Mar­ 
shall plan. 
The technique o f Co mmunist sabo tage Is rev ealed 
to a repo rt by the American missio n fo r aid to Greece. 
The repo rt sho ws that 75 cents o ut o f ev ery do llar the 
United States has co ntributed to Greece so far has 
been spent to o v erco me war and hunger. Direct mili­ 
tary expenses to o k 51 percent o f the $ 338,000,000 al­ 
ready receiv ed by Greece. Po o d to o k ano ther 24 per­ 
cent. Ev en the mo ney spent fo r reco nstructio n was, In 
cases, o f primary v alue to Greece’s military o peratio ns 
against its Co mmunist-guided rev o lutio naries. 
The 
« Mae kind o f sabo tage can be carried o ut in all the 
co untries entitled to receiv e help under the Marshall 
plan 
It can ev en be carried o ut In the United States, to 
the extent that Co mmunists are able to interfere with 
the efficiency o f the natio nal pro gram fo r Euro pean 
aid. They go t away with it befo re the United States 
and Russia became allies in Wo rld war II, bo ldly ad­ 
mitting their intentio n to keep this co untry fro m help­ 
ing Euro pe. They aren’t likely to admit, it In 1 9 48, but 
no thing has happened in the meantime to Impro v e 
{heir intentio n.

That is no t to say that no bo dy with 
this diso rder gets well o r that treat­ 
ment acco mplishes 
no thing. 
Far 
fro m it. But as is always the case 
where the exact cause o f a disease 
remains undisco v ered, no co mplete­ 
ly satisfacto ry fo rm o f treatment 
has yet been wo rked o ut. 
Oo lltls simply means Inflamma­ 
tio n o f the co lo n o r large intestine. 
In ulcerativ e co litis, so res, which 
can be plainly seen during an ex­ 
aminatio n * with 
the 
pro cto sco pe, 
fo rm alo ng the walls o f the bo wel. 
The pro cto sco pe is a tube with an 
electric light bulb o n the end o f it. 
Different Opinions 
Fro m time to time a go o d many 
different o pinio ns hav e been 
ad­ 
v anced as to whv certain peo ple 
sho uld be afflicted in this way. So me 
experts believ e infectio n may be at 
the ro o t o f the tro uble, but no germ 
that is definitely respo nsible 
has 
been fo und. Others think that per­ 
haps the co nditio n may be due to al­ 
lergy o r ewer-sensitiv ity 
to 
so me 
fo o d, but this theary. to o , remains 
unpro v ed 
Nerv o us diso rders 
and 
deficiencies to the diet are tho ught 
to play » part in bringing the co n­ 
ditio n abo ut, but here, also , the ev i­ 
dence Is to o scanty tor a v erdict o f 
gttUtf. 
The patient with ulcerativ e co li­ 
tis has many bo wel mo v ements a 
day. The mo v ements co ntain blo o d 
and mucus. 
Attacks Occur 
Many patients find that the a t­ 
tacks 
o ccur 
fo llo wing excessiv e 
physical o r emo tio nal strain. 
Pa­ 
tients suffer fro m tiredness 
and 
mental depressio n and o ften dev elo p 
anemia o r lessening o f the co lo ring 
o f the red cells to the blo o d. 
So far as treatment go es, the giv ­ 
ing o f injectio ns o f who le blo o d into 
the v eins is mo st helpful. Vitamins 
may assist to maintaining the nu­ 


tritio n but. since these may be po o r­ 
ly abso rbed fro m the intestine, it 
may be necessary to administer 
them by injectio n into a v ein o r un­ 
der the skin. 
Diet Impo rtant 
The diet is impo rtant and sho uld 
be free o f Irritating o r highly-sea­ 
so ned fo o d, as well as bulk and 
ro ughage. It is necessary to make 


sure that eno ugh pro tein is supplied 
fro m such fo o ds as meat, milk, and 
eggs. 
Often, such patients suffer 
fro m po o r appetite, and tt is diffi 
cult to get them to take the neces 
sary amo unts o f fo o ds 
If such treatment do es no t bring 
abo ut impro v ement, o r the patient 
co ntinues to get wo rse, o peratio n 
may be necessary. It wo uld appear 
that surgery is required in abo ut 
fo ur o ut o f ten cases. 
The o peratio n usually emplo yed 
is o ne kno wn as ileo sto my. Thi* 
co nsists o f making an o pening fro m 
the small intestine thro ugh the ab­ 
do minal wail so that the
